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WIRELESS REPORTS. 


The war of the newsboys against the Chi- 
cago City Railway company reached a bloody 
and riotous stage yesterday. From the time 
the night extras were out at 5 o'clock until 
the great homegoing crowd had thinned out 
at 7 o'clock there was a fight a minute along 
Wabash avenue between Madison and Adams, 
streets. The Lilliputians seemed to more 
than hold their own with the Brobdingnagian 
conductors and police. 

Fifty newsboys with their “ huskies” 
marched to the attack of every car that made 
its way around the Randolph street loop. 
The railroad company had provided an extra 
conductor for each car and a gang of guards 
at the crossings. The result was broken 
heads and blackened eyes, and cuts and 
bruises without number. 

The police entered into the mélée with cau- 
tion at first. They bad orders to keep the 
peace, but not hit any of the boys.“ 

In the thick of the battle, however, several 
policemen lost their heads and with brutal 
courage assaulted boys that came up to their 

knees. One boy’s head was cut open by @ 
blow from a policeman's club. 

The conductors at first pushed the boys off 
smilingly, but after a few of them got hit 
with rocks and saw their trolleys cut they 
fell to kicking at the eager faces that con- 
stantly pressed over the platforms. Some of 
the conductors as a consequence were beaten 
into unconsciousness by men of their own 
size. 

Passengers Innocent Victims. 

The net result of the affray was that pas- 
sengers were half an hour or an hour late in 
getting home. The elevated was taken by 
most of the frightened women. The cars 
were blockaded for two hours. Spectators in 
the street were hustled and thrown out of 
the way by the police. Four newsboys and 
one slugger for the railroad company were 
arrested. 

Ten minutes after the newsboys, under the 
command of Max Annenberg, each with a roll 
of papers under his arm and a nickel clutched 
in his hands, arrived they had traffic hope- 
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They had to fight, not collect fares. 
The conductor of car 5412 kicked at the first 
boy to get into the car and then drew a 
blackjack to threaten those following. In 
a flash one of the strong arm followers of 
the newsles clambered on the platform 
and dealt the conductor two swift blows in 
the face that sent him sprawling. The con- 
ductor of car 6454 was knocked down in the 
same manner and trampled on. One car 
went by with the conductor leaning weakly 
over the railing, his face streaming blood. 


Girl Shopper in Terror. 

Women shoppers were caught in the fight 
and roughly treated. One young girl, her 
face as white as a sheet, flattened herself 
against the rear of the car she was trying 
to enter and looked on at the fight with 
eyes wild with terror, On every side of her 
escape was cut off. Around her men and 
boys were falling. She saw blackjacks and 
pieces of gas pipe brought into action. Her 
hat was nearly ‘torn off by am arm thet 
reached over to hit the conductor in the 
face. This was one of the incidents of the 
homegoing throng. 

Toward 6 o'clock the battle became worse, 
The company tried strategy. The cars wert 
switched back at Monroe street and sent 
south. This only changed the scene of the 
fight a block south. Capt. Gibbons and his 
handful of police did not appear to have any 
definite action in view. For the first half 
hour the police were lenient. Then an extra 
squad was sent for and the trouble began. 


Policemen Charged with Brutality. 

Policemen Sullivan and Crozier soon 
brought the hatred of the newsboys upon 
themselves. Sullivan was charged with 
picking boys up and throwing them down 
on the pavement. Crozier struck Frank Mul- 
holland, a 15 year old boy, on the head with 
his stick, inflicting a deep wound. The boy 
was taken to the Palmer house and four 
stitches were taken in his head. 

Inspector Lavin and a patrol wagon full 
of police arrived toward the end of the fight. 
The inspector heard of Crozier’s action and 
ordered him into the station. Sn may 
de preferred agalnst him. 

Policeman Wallace struck Harry Wes 
man, another small boy, in the face. Free- 
man was thrown off the car, but tried to 
get back to get his cap, which had been 
grabbed by the conductor, when the officer 
stepped up and hit him. Policeman Sulll- 
van was heard to say: 

“The only way to do is to lay these boys 
out stiff.” 


Police Gain, but Boys Fight On. 

After Inspector Lavin arrived the police 
charged the crowds that blocked all passage 
on the street. When the streets were cleared 
a group of policemen stood at the entrance 
to every car and helped the passengers 
aboard. In place of crowded cars, however, 
every car that went south was more than 
half empty. Only men and a few daring 
women tried to get on. 

Even after the police took such a firm 
stand the newsboys did not give up. They 
charged the police and succeeded in get- 
ting on board several care and starting 
fights: Their policy of delaying traffic was 
successful and the conductors let caution 
get ahead of valor after their first trip 
through the line of battle, 

They went inside and put all their strength 
to holding the doors against the invaders. 
No Wounded Left on Field. 

The Met of those injured never will be 
gathered. Wounded condtictors were car- 
ried away on the cars. Wounded newsboys | 


were spirited away by their friends. At the 
Harrison street police station five boys were 
booked for disorderly conduct and under the 
ordinance forbidding flipping of cars. They 
were: Morris Klein.

Ladies and fellows, there’ll Be no more of 
the joyful juice that ruins for me; alljsports 
look like 80 cents to me now, and from this 
day on I'll be strictly for Billy’ Stift and 
Jesus, and stick tight to the church as long 
as I live.’’ 

This was part of a sermon delivered by 
Stift at Clark street and Sheffield avenue last 
night as a sort of magnet to attract people to 
the Church of Providence, a block north, 
where “ Bill's new manager, the Rev. J. K. 
Snyder, is conducting revival services. 
„Bis efforts swelled the church attend- 
ance to about a hundred. 

Nearly everybody knows “ Billy Stift, or 
ought to. He has been more or less promi- 
nently ” mentioned in the newspapers for 
years—in some connection or other. A dogen 
years ago he was the amateur champion 
middleweight prize fighter of Illinois, then 
broke into the professional class, and for a 
few years ranked as a “ topnotcher.” He 
was known then as the man with the fight- 
ing face.” 

Bill’s Fall and Rise. 

Bill fought whisky with his other con- 
testants, and when he was not in the prize 
ring he was at the blacksmith's forge or else 
tending bar.

MIGHT GO HOME BY 4 O'CLOCK 


Now Hull House Club Is Told It’s 
Perilous to Cross Pavement. ° 


That venturesome real estate dealer who 
urged recently that women shoppers be di- 
rected to leave the loop district at 4 o'clock 
was given a counter proposition to consider 
yesterday. 

The author of the plan is Mrs. Ella Batcher, 
who lives at 45 South Sangamon street and 
is a member of the Hull House Woman's 
club. She presented her plan at a meeting 
of the club at Hull house in the afternoon 
and found that the scheme met the enthu- 
siastic approval of practically evéry one of 
the 150 members present. 

Briefly, Mrs. Batcher wants all traffic 
barred from State street at 10 o'clock in the 
morning. After that hour, if the clubwoman 
has her way, no street cars, teams, or auto; 
mobiles will be allowed on the section of 
the. thoroughfare which is included in the 
loop. State street during the day will be con- 
verted into a sort of shoppers’ reserve, with 
the roadway as well as the sidewalk used 
exclusively by pedestrians. 

Women Afraid to Oross Street. 

Under present conditions, Mrs. Batcher 
adds, State street is 80 congested that many 
women are afraid to ventfre there, 

„Our much admired business street has 
become a danger spot,” she told her fellow 
clubwomen. “ Women and children especial- 
ly are the victims. With the din of the car 
bells, the clatter of the horses’ hoofs, and 
the roar of the ‘hedvy wheeled trucks it is 
little to be wondered at if they lose their 
nerve and become hopelessly confused in their 
efforts to cross from side to side despite 
the efforts of the police to fulfill their duties. 

“Now the ‘honk honk’ of the autos has 
added its danger, and sbortly, as things are 
going, State. street will be nothing but « 
memory to those who value life and limb. 

State Sacred to Shoppers. 

I am to tell you what I would do if I were 
mayor of Chicago. Well, if I were mayor I 
would not only make laws, but I would be 
certain that they would be enforced. And 
one of these would be a law cutting off traffic 
on State street after 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. There are plenty of other streets to 
which the traffic could, be diverted. State 
street is a shopping street, and it should not 
be permitted to become so dangerous that 
women cannot do their shopping there.”

ANOTHER COMBAT IS NEAR. 


Victor in Affray Agrees’ to Meet“ 
Officer He Criticised. . 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 18.—Lieut. Gen. 
Smirnoff was seriously wounded in a spec- 
tacular duel with Lieut. Gen. Fock. Though 
shot through the groin, hope for his recovery 
is entertained. 

The men met in the riding school of the 
Chevalier guard regiment and the duel was 
fought in the presence of a number of army 
officers and several women, relatives of the 
combatants, 

The duel was the result of Gen. Smirnoff's 
attack on Gen. Fock's conduct during the 
siege of Port Arthur. Smirnoff wrote a secret 
report accusing Fock of cowardice and of in- 
fluencing Gen. Stoessel to surrender the for- 
tiffcatiwsad. 

Gen. Fock was “* disciplined by reprimand ” 
as a result, and he at once challenged Smir- 
noff. 

The matter was laid before the minister of 
war and he sanctioned the meeting. 


“Shoot Till One Is Killed“ Order. 


Shortly before 10 o'clock this morning 
Gens. Fock and Smirnoff appeared at the 
riding school. Without saluting, they took 
the places assigned by their seconds. 

For Gen. Smirnoff the seconds were his 
brother-in-law, Viadimir M. Purishkevich, 
a member of the duma, and Capt. Schultz of 
the navy. For Gen. Fock, Capt. Sido, adju- 
tant to Gen. Stoessel, and Lieut. Podgursky. 
one of the Port Arthur heroes, officiated.

At the third exchange 
Gen. Smirnoff accidentally fired premature- 
ly, but Gen. Fock magnanimously declined to 
shoot at a defenseless opponent, and the 


This duel will be followed by another be- 
tween Gen. Fock and Gen. Gorbatoffsky, the 
commander of the western front at Port 
Arthur, who was severely criticised by Gen. 
Fock during the court martial proceedings. 

Gen. Smirnoff was acting commandant of 
the Port Arthur fortress during the siege at 
the time of its surrender to the Japanese. 

After his return to Russia he prepared a 
secret report of the defense of Port Arthur, 
which was the basis of the indictments on 
which Lieut. Gen. Stoessel, Lieut. Gen. Fock 
and Maj. Gen. Reiss were tried for their lives 
before the supreme court martial. 

Gen. Stoessel was accused of cowardice and 
incapacity and Gen. Fock, according to the 
indictment, displayed thorough incapacity 
and want of judgment. 

The outcome of the trial was the sen- 
tencing to death of Gen. Stoessel, which 
finding was later commuted to ten years’ im- 
prisonment, while Gen. Fock was ordered 
to be reprimanded. 

Gen. Smirnoff also was on trial before the 
court martial, charged with having failed 
to remove Gen. Fock from his command, al- 
though he suspected an agreement between 
Gens. Stoessel and Fock to surrender the 
fortress. He was acquitted of this charga.

CRIMSON FLARES IN PARADE 


Iuseriptions for Graves of Victims of 
48 Edited with Scissors. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, March 18.—The celebration of the 
sixtieth anniversary of the revolution of 
March, 1848, by the socialists and anarchists 
ended with sharp fighting in the streets be- 
tween the demonstrators and the police to- 
day, but despite many broken heads and 
bruised bodies, nobody was killed and the 
night saw the police in possession of the 
streets with order restored, 

The government had taken precautions 
similar to those adopted in preparation for 
the January suffrage demonstrations. All 
the police were on duty, while the city’s gar- 
rison of 10,000 infantry, cavalry, and artillery 
was at the barracks under arms. 

A thousand socialists, anarchists, and trade 
unionists marched early in the morning to 
Friedrichshain cemetery, where they placed 
wreaths on the graves of the 500 victims of 
street fighting in 1848. The paraders were 
orderly and submitted to the police inspec- 
tion of inscriptions on the wreaths. 


Officer Edits with Scissors. 


An officer was posted at the gates of the 
cemetery to edit these compilations with 
scissors. He sheared off sixty out of 210, 
the tenor of which can be judged from this 
sample: 

“The judgment hour approaches. Your 
castles, your throne already totters. The 
ear of a scoundrel listens tremblingly to the 
measured tread of the people’s battalions.” 

The socialists’ wreathe were mostly red, 
while the anarchists’ were black. Bed rib- 
bons predominated on the wreaths and 
showed through thick layers of snow. 

Nearly every person in the procession wore 
something red. Many women were seen car- 
rying children with red caps. 

The men either wore red neckties, fastened 
red roses in their buttonholes, or displayed 
red handkerchiefs. 

Fights Begin After Meetings. 

It was after the holding of thirty-six mass- 
meetings in the afternoon that the disorders 
began. 

Processions of men and women, sometimes 
totaling 2,000, paraded the streets singing 
revolutionary songs and shouting anar- 
chistic expletives. They were stopped by the 
police. 

Some processionists tried to reach the 
kalser's palace, which was guarded dy 
armed police, but were prevented. 

The reichstag and other public buildings 
were approached. 

The flats of swords were used unsparingiy 
on the demonstrators, and they were hustied 
and punched relentlessly. There were about 
a dosen stiff nhghts before the streets wers 
cleared. The mobs were driven into the sub- 
urbs near midnight. 


QUIET IN PORT-AU-PRINCE; 
REVOLUTIONISTS TO DEPART. 


Those Who Took Refuge in the Various 
Foreign Consulates Will Be Taken to 
St. Thomas. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, March 18.—Conse- 
quent upon the decision of the Haytian gov- 
ernment to permit the participants in tae 
late insurrection who have found asylym in 
the various consulates to leave the country 
unmolested, the French cruiser d’Estrees 
is preparing to take on board all the refugees 
in the French, German, and Spanish con- 
sulates at Gonaives, St. Marc, and Port-A- 
Paix. The cruiser will take the revolution- 
ists to St. Thomas. 

President Nord Alexis has issued instruc- 
tions in the case of six military officers, in- 
cluding Maj. Laraque, commandant of the 
crack cavalry corps, who are now under ar- 
rest on suspicion of being implicated in the 
recent conspiracy, that if the facts warrart 
it they be taken before a regularly consti- 
tuted military court for examination. 

On Friday next a court martial will decide 
the case of Maj. Aurel Madot, charged with 
making an attempt against the security of 
the state and conspiring to assassinate the 
president. 

There were no signs of disturbancer 
throughout the city today, the presence of 
the warships in the harbor allaying the fears 
of the foreign residents. 


TWEEDMOUTH BRAGS ON NAVY. 


Says Combination of All Powers Will 
Not Equal British Squadron 
in 1911. 


LONDON, March 18.—Speaking in the 
house of lords this evening Lord Tweed- 
mouth, first lord of the admiralty. said Great 
Britain’s three vessels of the Temeraire type 
were superior to the Dreadnought type and 
the three vessels of the St. Vipcent type 
would be an improvement on the Temeraire 
type. In the spring of 1911 he said Great 
Britain would have three squadrons of four 
ships each of the St. Vincent type. No 
power in the world would be able to assemble 
such a fleet of first clase battleships, Lord 
Tweedmouth declared, and he could almost 
say that a combination of all the powers of 
the world would not be able to put an equal 
squadron on the sea.

Attacks Ann Arbor Justice. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., March 18/—[Special.}—

tice meted out to collegians in Ann Arbor, 
the Michigan Daily, the university newspa- 
per, today declared itself in favor of the boys 
accused of rioting.

The chief object of the committee's in- 
vestigations will be the contract awarded to 
the Prairie State Coal company, and which, 
according to the reformatory records. at once 
was transferred to the Lincoln Spring com- 
pany. 

Charles W. Vail, Circuit court clerk and 
prominent in political circles in Chicago, is 
the controlling factor in the company which 
secured the valuable contracts. 

It also is planned to delve into the grocery 
and supply contracts. Supt. Mallary. 
lary, if able to leave his sick bed, will be 
called as a witness and closely questioned as 
to the Hamlin case in view of the strong 
testimony of four Quincy physicians who 
yesterday said the boy could not have sus- 
tained the injuries described by the reforma- 
tory officials in his supposed dive from 
the top of the solitary cell.

CONVICTED BANKER QUITS POST 


Robert N. Harper, Whose “Headache 
Remedy Led to Prosecution Under 
Pure Food Law, Blames Roosevelt. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—Robert N. 
Harper. who was recently convicted on 4 
charge of violating the pure food and drug 
law, today resigned as president of the 
American National bank of this city. 

President Roosevelt had urged the district 
attorney to insist on a jail sentence for Mr, 
Harper, who formerly was a druggist and 
manufactured a headache remedy, the 
formula of which brought about the prosecu- 
tion. 

In his letter of resignation, which was ac- 
cepted by the board of directors of the bank, 
Mr. Harper says, “ owing to the notoriety 
given the prosecution against me, as well as 
the subsequent unprecedented action of the 
chief executive of the United States, I be- 
lieve it will be for the beat interests of the 
bank to accept my resignation as president.”

Buyer Arrested in Frisco Charged with 
Stealing $165,000 Worth of Gems 
from Gotham Firm.

Gebbert of Colorado, and though the judge 
is alive an innocent man was blown to bits. 

He buried a bomb at the gate to the resi- 
dence of Judge Goddard of the Supreme court 
of Colorado in Denver. Judge Goddard es- 
caped death and the bomb was dug up after 
the confession. 

He plotted the death of Gov. Peabody and 
the latter was on several occasions within 
a few moments or 4 few inches of death. He 
thinks Mr. bears a charmed life. 

He was the instrument chosen to slay D. 
H. Moffatt, a wealthy Colorado banker and 
railroad owner, but the later unwittingly 
saved his own life by opportunely sailing for 
Europe. 

He attempted to wreck a train bearing 
more than 200 persons returning from a mil- 
itary ball, but for once his heart failed him 
and he warned the conductor.

He 
offered in evidence a transcript of proceed- 
ings last Monday when Chief Justice Olson 
questioned the venire and dismissed four 
men who had been approache@ on the saloon 
queation.

Convention Delegates. 


MANDAMUS SUIT NEAR FINISH 


Arguments to Be Resumed This 
Morning by Attorney Rubens. 


DECISION MAY COME TODAY. 


Counsel for United Societies to Appeal 
u if Defeated. 


Arguments tn the hearing on the petition 
for a mandamus to compel the submission 
of the Sunday ciosing question to the voters 
April 7 were continued before Judge Walker 
yesterday and will be resumed today. The 
attorneys for the societies are hopeful of 
getting a decision either today or tomorrow. 
intending to carry the case to the Supreme 
court immediately if the judgment be against 
them. 

A special session of the Supreme court will 
be needed to consider the petition and the 
time for operations is limited. In argument 
in the afternoon Attorney Levy Mayer for 
the societies contended that the signers of 
the petition had a right to ask for the sub- 
mission of the question to all the voters. 

He said that the forces opposing the sub- 
mission were prohibitionists, who feared 
that if the question were voted on the result 
might be favorable to open saloons on Sun- 
day. 

Mr. Mayer contended that to hold that the 
decision of the election commissioners could 
not be reviewed by a court of law was to 
establish a bad precedent. It would give 
too much power to this political body, he 
asserted. 


Fisher Argues for Board. 

Attorney Walter L. Fisher, representing 
the election commissioners, contended that 
the act creating the election board and de- 
fining its duties specifically set forth that 
the decision of the commissioners on nomina- 
tion and nomination tickets should be final. 
‘From a decision under this section, he 
argued that there was no appea!, and he 
declared that the same rule should apply to 
questions of public policy. 

Mr. Mayer read a decision of the Supreme 
court in a case similar to the one on hear- 
ing, this decision showing that the court dis- 
regarded the provision that the decision of 
the election commissioners shall be final, and 
issued a mandamus. 

Bubens on Commission’s Powers. 

Attorney Harry Rubens, who is assisting 
Mr. Mayer, took up the remainder of the 
afternoon with an argument mainly on the 
power of the election commission to decide 
questions of public policy presented to it and 
on the commission's jurisdiction. He said 
there was no doubt that a writ of mandamus 
would lle in the present instance. He held 
there is nothing in the statutes, expressed or 
implied, that says the decision of the com- 
mission is final. 

Mr. Rubens will resume his argument this 
morning and will be followed by Mr. Fisher.

The question was objected to, the jurymen 
were taken fromthe courtroom, and for three 
‘hours Attorney Austrian, with about 75 
books in front of him, argued to the court 
that he should be allowed to tell the jury 
that the court's view of the law was wrong. 

Judge Foster showed by occasional com- 
ments that his mind Was made up fully and 
that he had no intention of asking, as Judge 
Heap did, for time to consider what his 
ruling would be. He sustained the objection 
and the jury was recalled. 

“If there were any doubt regarding the 
law your argument might have some force,” 
said the court.- “In a complicated case 
where the law was in doubt the jury would 
have the right to judge with reference to 
the law, but in this case the law is plainiy 
written in the statute books of the state.’ 

After the panel was recalled three of the 
four men tendered by the state were accepted 
and another tendered to the state. He was 
accepted, the four men were sworn, and 
court was adjourned. It is probable the 
jury will be completed this morning and the 
case sent to the jury during the day.

Because the man to defeat Senator Hop- 
kins must be one of Illinois’ congressmen 
and you are a record breaking. congressman 
in point of service,“ they answered. 

Tou are at the head of a great commit- 
tee—the committee on na val affairs—and you 
are better known to the people than all the 
rest of the Illinois representatives.” 

Mr. Foss has not yet come to a decision, 
but admits that he is thinking hard. The, 


fact that he probably would have to burn 


his bridges and relinquish his chance of 
getting back into the house and the chair 
manship of the navai committee if he should 
be defeated in the senatorial canvass makes 
deep thinking necessary. 

Although Hopkins is acknowledged to have 
a clear field for the senatorship ds far as 
the state political machinery is concerned, 
Mr. Foss p bly considers the primary 
election in August a hurdle which Hopkins 
cannot take if there is a candidate on hand 
whom the people would like to see elected 
in his place. 

As to whether the choice at a primary

Judge Tuthill Tells McCormick Theo- 
logical Seminary Students That St. 
Charles School Is Making Experts. 


That delinquent and dependent boys from 
the slums of Chicago who are sent to the 
St. Charles school for boys are there turned 
into better farmers than boys born and 
raised on the farm was the assertion of 
Judge Richard S. Tuthill of the Circult court 
in a lecture to the students of the McCor- 
mick Theological seminary, 

“I think we have solved one of the greatest 
problems of the age out there, he said. 
The influx of boys into the city from the 
country has been lamented; but it has been 
claimed there is no way to stop it or to coun 
teract i by getting clty boys to take up 
farming 

“Out at the St. Charles school we have 
840 boys, some of them the worst boys that 
ever came before the Juvenile court. They 


g to school half a day and work half a day. 


They cultivate a 900 acre farm and we teach 
them up to date scientific farming. 

“The great majority of the boys, when 
they leave the school, prefer to remain in 
the country, and they are better fitted to 
become first class farmers than nine-tenths 
of the boys raised in the country.“ 

Judge Tuthill then urged the theological 
students to take an active interest in poli- 
tics and to begin by urging all the legislators 
they could influence to see that appropria- 
tions are made to enlarge the St. Charles 
school and the Geneva home for girls.

Eight Shoshone and Arapahoe ee 
from Wyoming, headed by Harry Wads- 
worth, Indian agent, and by Senator Warren, 
Visited the White house today and proved to 
be the instruments of divulging to the coun- 
try a Roosevelt accomplishment that for 
some reason he has kept in the dark until 
thus dangerously near the close of his presi- 
dential term. 

He can do the Indian sign language a good 
deal better than some people can do English. 
There was a big signfest the moment the In- 
dians were introduced to the president, and 
later he found out they were members of an 
old tribe on whose lande he used to chase 
deer and among whom he used to visit tu the 
old days when he lived on the plains. 


Suddenly the president crossed two of his 


fingers with the forefinger of his right hand. 

Beaver, ejaculated one of the bucks in 
‘good English, looking pleased. 

Crooking the two fingers of his right hand 
as if he were going to make 4 pantomime 
goose at a silhouette party, the president 
commenced combing the air. The Indians 
looked at each other in ecstacy. 


President Makes “Snakes.”

They 
guessed that the first time.

The Indians wanted to stay and do sign 
work with the big father all the morning, 
but Senator Warren finally got them started 
across the way to the war department where 
they were due to pay a call om the big war 
chief, Taft. Before departing, however, Lit- 
tle Wolf, ably supported by Yellow Calf. 
presented the president with a fine pip- 
and a tobacco pouch made from porcupine 
skin. The president retaliated with an au- 
tographed photo of himself.

View Model of West- 
erner’s Boat. 


IT’S SPEEDY, MAKER SAYS 


Secretary Expected to Corrobo- 
rate Hobson’s Tale of At- 
tempted Bribery. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.-[Special. }|— 
Unabashed over the fact that the subject of 
submarines is about as touchy a thing to 
handle in Washington at present as a keg 
of powder in the hands of a cigaret smoking 
laborer, Robert Casey of Denver, Col., has 
presented himself to Representative. Fossa, 
chairman of the house committee on naval 
affairs, and invited him to go down to the 
model basin at the navy yard Saturday and 
take along his committee. 

The mode! of a new kind of submarine bas 
come all the way from the Rockies, where 
J. M. Cage, a young man in the twenties, in- 
vented it. 

It is nine feet long and is propelled by elec- 
tricity sent aboard the model through wires 
inside of rubber hose. The navy department 
bureau of construction and repair has al- 
lowed the inventor the use of the model basin 
for experiment work and exhibition. Next 
week there will be an official trial of the 
model by the naval officials.

one of the submarine companies’ doings is in 
progress and the mere mention of submarines 
makes many congressmen seasick, several 
mem bers ot the naval affairs committee may 
journey down to the navy yard Saturday to 
see what a submarine invented and bullt in 
an arid state is like.

At each end are two propellers which both 
guide and force the craft along The inventor 
claims great speed for his submarine and 
power to safely submerge from 2 standstill 
position to any depth desired. 

The boat being only nine feet long at pres- 
ent. it is of course impossible for anything 
bigger than a jack rabbit to get inside, batten 
down the lid, and try the afr in a room where 
it is not feasible even to open a transom for 
fear of W that might result. 

However, Mr. Cage and his manager, Mr. 
Casey, are able to show up the model in a 
lifelike Way by standing where it is dry and 
pressing buttons which control electric cur- 
rents that pass through the wires connecting 
with the various propellers of the boat. 

By means of an electric carriage which 
travels over the basin, the operators are thus 
able to follow the model as it dives and swims 
along.

Every effort will be made, however by 
President Murphy, Chance, local 
goods manufacturers, and others to discover a 
suitable substitute for the spikes, so as to remove 
them altogether from Chances shoes. If this quest 
is successful the Cub leader's ailment will prove 
a boon to every ball player by removing the con- 
stant danger of being cut by the sharp spikes of an 
opponent. If a substitute for spikes, suitable for 
Chance’s feet is found, it naturally will be forced 
into general use. 

Chance is to have another fitting tomorrow and 
if plans do not go astray expects to rejoin the Cubs 
im VicksWurg early next week.

‘Kentucky Governor Puts Signature to

Frankfort, Ky:, March 18.—Gov. Willson today 

signed the anti-poolroom bill passed by the genera 
assembly just before it adjourned last night. Th 
bill, which becomes effective on and after June 12, 
makes it lawful to sell pools on racetracks dur- 
ing race meetings, but not otherwise. The bill 
fixes the penalty for failure of officers to enforce 
its provisions at a fine and imprisonment and for- 
feiture of office. 
Only by the most heroic methods were friends of 
the bill able to bring it out to be voted on. An un- 
favorable committee on rules was ousted from con- 
trol of the floor and the bill was passed by a vote 
ef 58 to 4.

FIGHT “RESTRICTIVE LAWs. 


American Railway Engineers’ Associa- 
tion Hears Suggestion. 


The formation ot a hew political party 
with the milllonand a half railroad employ és 
of the country ag a nucleus —to combat 
restrictive railroad legislation both in the 
national congress d in the state legisia- 

tures, Was advocated by John H. Clarke,“ 
counsel for the Nickel Plate system, at the 
annual banquet of the American Railway 
Engineering association last night. 

The banquet, the chief event of the annual 
convention, was held in the Congress hotel, 
and the plan of Mr. Clarke was applauded by 
the 500 railroad officials of the United Btates 
and Canada in attendance at the conven- 


tion. 
Obey the Higher Law. 

“ But it is encouraging.“ said he, to ob- 
serve that officials at Washington at last 
have come to realize that all acts of railroad 
advancement must come as the result of con- 
sistent evolution and not from revolution 
either in high or low places. The Sherman 
anti-trust law prohibits all combinations of 
eapital, but since its passage the ere. has wit- 
nessed greater combinations twan ever be- 
fore. The vast railroad interests have com- 
bined, but such combinations have not been 
in the spirit of defiance to the laws, but in 
obedience to the commands of the higher law. 

The seventy-two bills pending in the lower 
house of congress intent upon restricting 
railroad ownership are going to engulf us if 
we do not look out and bring about the game 
situation as prevails in Oklahoma and Tex- 
as. where receiverships and the federal 
courts are the only sources of protection for 
the railroads. Is there any remedy for this 
condition which confronts us? 


Railroads to Follow Suit. 

Every industry in the country except the 
greatest of all, agriculture, is organized to 
protect the capital which is invested in it 
and the investors. It should be the same with 
the railroads. it should be an easy matter 
to organize the railroad, and there never was 
a more opportune time to attempt it. The 
800,000 idle railroad men of the country would 
listen eagerly. to a proposition to organize 
a great political party, and the 700,000 ra- 
road men still working are ready to listen 
to any plan to guarantee means of livelihood 
to themselves and their brothers and to re- 
turn p rity. In 1806 they stood together 
solidly when the cause was not so great, and 
they can and will do it again. 

“Only one man can stop the anti-railroad 
legislation rage which prevails, and he is the 
voter. I believe we should organize railroad 
men into a compact political party, and 1 
believe a great leader will arise who can 
effect such a ‘great organization when the 
call is sounded.“

COMMITTEE REPORT MADE 


Provides That New Contrasts 
Must Be Made on Basis of 
Present Wage Scale. 


Indianapolis, . Ind., March 18.—[{Special.}— 
Suspension of work on April 1 in the coal 
mines of Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and weat- 
ern Pennsylvania, known as the central com- 
petitive Held, may result if the report made 
by the scale committee to the convention, 
today is adopted. 

The report recommends yearly agreements 
with the operators by districts at a minimum 
based on the present wage scale. 

Efforts to get the operators in the central 
competitive field to agree to an interstate 
joint conference, at which differences may 
be settled, have failed, and it is believed 
here that a walkout of the men is not im- 
probable. President John Mitchell favors 
the report. 


Important Features of Report. 

Important features of the report made by 
the scale committee, which has been at work 
several days, follow: 

“In Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa, and Texas, comprising what is known 
as the southwestern fields, we have contracts 
with the coal operators by which we have 
agreed to meet them fn joint Conference to 
arrange a wage scalé before the present one 
expires. A similar condition exists in central 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, western Ken- 
tucky, Michigan, Iowa, and Colorado. One 
of the prime reasons for the success which 
our organization has attained is that while 
we have ‘contended for the best conditions 
possible to secure in making a scale, when 
once it hag deen agreed to we have held it 
to be inviolable. We must not break these 
contracts now. 

That in view of the fact that the operators 
of the central competitive coal field, composed 
of western Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and 
Iilinois have refused to meet us in inter- 
state convention prior to the expiration of our 
present contract, or at any other specific date, 
each district be authorized to negotiate an 
agreement with the operators’ association of 
their respective districts, or where the oper- 
ators have no association then with them 
collectively within the district. 

“That the basis upon which such agree- 
ment shall be made shall be not less than the 
present wage rates. 


Will Suspend Work. 

“That where no contract has been made 
prior to April 1. and no joint conference is 
being held at that time to negotiate a wage 
scale, a suspension of work snail! take place 
until an agreement has been secured, except 
where joint wage conferences of operators 
and miners, or distriets or groups of districts,

A year and a half ago Mr. Bryan said 
publicly: “ Mr. Sullivan is not my friend. 
I object to him as a political associate. 
My political asset is the confidence people 
have in my sincerity, and I do not want 
to havé that confidence shattered by inti- 
‘macy with men ot his political methods.“ 
To which. Mr. Sullivan responded that he 
was a democrat when Mr. Bryan was a 
populist, and that he would wager his in- 
tegrity against that of Mr. Bryan. 

Mr. Sullivan has not put on sackcloth 
and ashes and asked forgiveness for his 
wicked political methods, but Mr. Bryan 
is ready to forget them, which is equivalent 
to forgiving them. He is quoted assaying 
that the contest between Mr. Sullivan and 
himself is a thing of the past, and he does 
not intend to revive it. If Mr. Sullivan 


is chosen national committeeman by dele- 


gates chosen by the people their choice 
But when 
Mr. Bryan berated Mr. Sullivan it was in 
vindication of what he considered a great 
principle and for the preservation of a 
priceless political asset. Has the prin- 
ciple been abandoned, or is the asset of

It may bare opened his eyes to the fact 
‘that democrats may disagree with his 
ideas and methods and yet be honest in 
their disagreement; that they may be 
actuated by good motives instead of be- 
ing the possessors of predatéry wealth or 
the servants of its possessors. Or it may 
be that Mr. Bryan does not set so much 
store on sincerity as he did a year and a 
half ago and has much more respect for 
expediency. The man who does not want 
anything hazards nothing when he be- 
comes am austere and merciless critic of 
the manners atid methods of others, but 
when he wants @ nomination, then it 
befits him’ to talk softly and profess faith 
in the brotherhood of man. This is the 
year when it seems advisable to bury the 
tomahawk which was brandished in 1906, 
but who can tell how soon that weapon 
may be dug up again? Mr. Sullivan may 
have an opinion, but he will not make it 


public. 


TO MAKE TRAVEL SAFE. 

Of late the system of railway signaling 
has been under criticism. Accidents are 
frequently caused by the mistake of mem- 
bers of the operating department, and, 
while no device ever will be a complete 
protection against the carelessness or mis- 
takes of men, defects of system are too 
often the avoidable source or the contrib- 
utory factor of disaster. 

Of the present system it recently has 
been complained that too much reliance 
has been placed upon the distinguishing 
of colors. Engineers repeatedly exam- 
ined and declared free from color blind- 
ness have erred in reading color signals 
with disastrous results. The position and 
number of lights also have led to mistakes. 

A year or so ago a committee of the 


tenance gf Way associations began an in- 
vestigation and now has reported with a 
recommendation of six important changes 
from the present standard code, The 
chief of these, as well as the one most 
easily understood by the laymen, is the 
change in the caution signal. Under the 
old code this was the same as the stop 
signal in the position of the arm of the 
semaphore, but the form and color of the, 
arm or blade were different. This change 
seems to recognize the greater certainty 
of position as compared to color or even 
form. * 

Further changes include clearer differ- 
entiation between various stop signals 
and signals permitting entering blocks al- 
ready occupied. The whole recommenda- 
tions are said to be the most radical made 
since the establishment of the standard 
code. 

The report will be taken up by the as- 
sociations in a joint conference and is 
likely to be adopted. Conservatism has 
always and doubtless in the long run wise- 
ly ruled in such matters. But where defi- 
nite defects and dangers have been proved 
and proved again amendment should not 
be hesitating or tardy.

After the death of her husband Mrs. Will- 
jam Sten, who had become a convert to 
Catholicism in 1804, devoted herself to the 
foundation in Frederick county, Md., of the 
first house of Sisters of Charity in the United 
States. 

Archbishop Robert Seton, formerly of New 
York, but who now makes his home perma- 
nently in Rome, is her grandson, and on the 
eccasion of each of his recent visits to Amer- 
ica has been hospitably received by his kins- 
man at the White house. 

There are few families whose record is 
more interesting or interwoven with nationa) 
history on both sides of the Atlantic than the 
Setons. 

Only a few years ago the name of an Amer- 
ican on was on many lips in connection 
with some feat of conspicuous lantry per- 
formed while serving with the United States 
army in the Philippines, and a little before 
that Maj. Henry James Seton of the Royal 
Irish Rifles was winning distinction and 
honors in South Africa. 

Every reader of the works of Sir Walter 
Scott will remember the devotion of that 
lovely Mary Seton who was the most beauti- 
ful and favorite of the four Marys figuring 
as maids of honor te the ill fated Mary Queen 
of Scots. 

Students of Shakspeare may recall that the 
immortal bard described 4a Lord Seton as 
being in attendance on Macbeth. 

The Setons occupy to this day a prominent 
position in the aristocracy of Sweden, held 
for three centuries a notable place in the 
patriciate of Milan, have as their chief in 
England Sir Bruce Maxwell Seton, eighth 
baronet of his line, and may de described as 
serving as a speciés of connecting link be- 
tween some of the oldest houses of the Bu- 
ropean aristocracy and a number of the most 
ancient and most blue blooded families of 
colonia] descent in the United States. 


„ 


Among the many Seton honors in Great 
Britain have been the earldoms of Dunferm- 
line and of Winton, these two being now held 
by George Montgomerie, Lord Eglington, as 
descendant through the female line from one 
of the earlier Seton earls of Winton. 

Then there are the dormant baronies of 
Seton and of Parbroath. The American Se- 
tons belong to the Parbroath branch of the 
family and came to this country in the reign 
of King George II. 

It ie just a question as to whether some of 
the dormant Scotch peerages of the Setons, 
and even some of the existing honors, do not 
belong by right to the American Setons, who 
have never, however, put forward any defi- 
nite pretensions thereto or instituted any 


steps to establish what they believe to be 


their rights. 

On the other side of the Atlantic, however, 
people have been less remiss, and Lord Eg- 
lington has been put to a good deal of trouble 
and expense by clajmants to his Seton earl 
dom of Winton. 

One of the most Interesting of these pre- 
tensions was that put forward by a George 
Seton of Liverpool, who based his claim ona 
marriage said to have been contracted by the 
fifth and last of the Seton earls of Winton. 

This peer, after being imprisoned in the 
tower of London and sentenced to death for 
his loyalty to the Ul fated Stuart dynasty, 
managed in a romantic fashion to effect his 
escape to the continent, and lived for a time 
at the court of France and then at Rome. 

The closing years of his life and the cir- 
eumstances of his death, as well as the loca- 
tion of his burial place, have remained en- 
veloped in mystery. It is asserted that he 
was married to the daughter of a Scotch phy- 
sician of the name of Dr. McKlear and that 
under an assumed name he returned to Scot- 
land with his wife and children and died 
there. 

If the certificate of his marriage could be 
found, either in Scotland or somewhere on 
the continent of Purope, then George Se- 
tan, the claimant, would be able to establish 
his pretensions to the earldom of Winton, 
though, of course, not to the estates,

The duke of Roxburghe has just become in- 
vested with a new honor—namely: that of 
premier baronet of Scotland. For throukh 
the death of Sir Robert Gordon of Letter- 
fourie without issue or heir in the male line 
his estates go to hig sister’s son, Henry Gor- 
don Shee, K. C., recorder of Liverpool, while 
his ancient baronetcy becomes extinct. 

It was the premier baronetcy of Scotland 
and Nova Scotia, and as the next one in point 
of seniority was that conferred upon James 
Innes of Innes, in County Elgin, from whom 
the present duke of Roxburghe descends in 
the direct male line, it is the duke who be- 
comes the premier baronet of Scotland. 

The Inneses of Innes (who must not be con- 
founded with the Innes of Banff) are one of 
the most illustrious houses of Scotland, and 
in the chronicles of their house it has always 
been a matter of boast that their inherit- 
ance never went to a woman; that none of 
them ever married an ill wife, and that no 
friends evar suffered for their debts, boasts 
which perhaps Mrs. Ogden Goelet had in 
mind when she gave her only daughter, May 
Goelet, in marriage to the duke,

The duke is really an Innes, anda Ker only 
in the female line, For William Ker, fourth 
duke of Roxburghe, died without issue, and 
it was only after his honors had been dor- 
mant for several years that the crown, on 
the recommendation of the committee of 
privileges of the house of lords, decided 
among the rival claimants in favor of Sir 
James Innes as the lineal descendant of that 
Margaret, Lady Innes, daughter of Lord 
Ker and granddaughter of Sir Robert Ker, 
first earl of Roxburghe. 

The beronets of Scotiand, of which the duke 
of Roxburghe now becomes the premier, un- 
like the baronets of England, of Great Brit- 
ain, of the united kingdom, of Ireland, and 
of Nova Scotia, are entitled to wear a dis- 
tinctive insignia. 

It is suspended around the neck by an 
orange colored ribbon and consists of a sort 
of enameled medallion, surmounted by a 
crown, and displaying the arms of Scotland 
on a Small shield, charged on a larger one, 
showing the St. Andrew's cross. 

The entire oval shapéd medallion bears the 
following motto around the edge, Fax 
mentis honeste gloria, which may be trans- 
lated as Glory, the beacon light of the noble 
mind.“ 

The so-called baronetcies of Scotland were 
created exclusively between the foundation 
of the order in 1625 and the union of England 
and Scotland in 1707, subsequent to which 
latter date all baronetcies conferred upon 
Scotelimen, or upon any other British sub- 
ject, were officially described as of Great 
Britain or as of the united kingdom.“

HITS NEW YORK COTTON MART. 


Congressman Heflin of Alabama Says 
Theodore Price “Made Government 
Report Tell Lie to World.” 


Washington, D. C., March 18.--In the 
course of a discussion of the cotton industry 
Mr. Heflin (Alabama) in the house of rep- 
resentatives today referred to the falling 
off of the trade of this country in that staple. 

He declared that the south was not only 
the greatest region in the world for cotton, 

had demonstrated that theré was no 
other place in the world where cotton could 
be manufactured so cheaply and profitably. 

India, England. China, and Japan, he said, 
were gétting most of the trade in cotton 
goods. It the United States wanted a fair 
share of that trade it must go after it. 

He pleaded that the producers should be 
put upon the same basis as any manufac- 
turer or mercantile business. The one ob- 
stacle that stood in the way of buying and 
selling cotton in the open, he declared, was 
the New York cotton exchange, which was 
the “ rottenest on earth,” and the various 
“bucket shops.” 

He called on congress to act and not be 
deceived by a suggestion from the White 
house that at some time in the pale and 
distant future a commission may be ap- 
pointed to lock into the speculators’ 
hands.“ 

Mr. Heflin severely arraigned Theodore 
Price, who, he charged, had & substitute 
on the floor of the New York cotton ex- 
change, notwithstanding he had resigned 
his membership, 

He referred to the case of Assistant Statis- 
ticlam Holmes of the agricultural depart- 
ment, who was indicted on the charge of 
giving out departmental information, and 
said that Price was the man who made a 
government report tell a le to the world and 
declared that the time had come to elim- 
inate the gambling exchange from the cot- 
ton business.“ 


NATIONAL TRADE BOARD PLANS. 


Advisory Committee of Newly Formed 
Commercial Body Holds Its First 
Session in Capital. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—The ad- 
visory committee of the national council of 
commerce today held its first regular meet- 
ing in the office of the secretary of commerce 
and labor since the organization of the body 
in December last. 

There were present, in addition to Secretary 
Straus, Gustav H. Schwab of New York, 
chairman; Mahlon N. Kline of Philadelphia, 
Senator George C. Perkins of California, 
James E. Smith of St. Louis, Frank B. Wiborg 
of Cincinnati, and D. A. Tompkins of Char- 
lotte, N. C. 

Chairman Schwab reported among other 
things what lines of foreign commerce should 
be investigated by the trade agents of the 
department during the next fiscal year, and 
recommended plans by which confidential 
information received from our consuls ebroad 
could be disseminated so as to reach the man- 
ufacturers especially interested. 

Thefirst meeting of the entire council, repre- 
senting delegates from all of the constituent 
bodies, will beheld in Washington on May 12, 
when the scope of the body will be fully out- 
lined, bylaws adopted, and a permanent 
secretary chosen, who, with his staff, will 
have an office in Washington. 

Secretary Straus reported that not only 
the department of commerce and labor but 
the departments of state, agriculture, in- 
terior, and other agencies of the government 
will be glad to avail themselves of the as- 
sistance and cotperation of a body such as 
this representing the industrial and commer- 
cial interests of the country. ,

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NEW VETERINARY COLLEGE 
TO GIVE CITY NEW RECORD. 


State Institution, to Be Built Near Stock- 


yards, Will Be Largest in Country, It 
Is Said. 


Chicago is soon to havethe largest and best 
equipped veterinary college and hospital in 
the United States. The institution is to ‘be 
erected on a site given by the Union Stock- 
yards and Transit company at Halsted and 
West Forty-third streets. 

The building will be constructed of rein- 
forced concrete, with a front facing of 
pressed brick, it was announced yesterday. 
It will be four stories high and have a front- 
age om Halsted street of 260 feet. It will be 
equipped with a complete physiological la- 
boratory, and there will be a surgical hos- 
pital 50x150 feet. 

One novel feature will be the provision of 
a room for forty horses and thirty head of 
cattle in addition to space for other domestic 
animals. 

On the ground floor there will be an audi- 
torium seating 900 people, and on .other 
floors two lecture rooms with a seating ca- 
pacity of 275 persons each. 

The cost of the structure is estimated at 
$260,000, and that sum already has been sub- 
scribed for, besides which the originators 
of the idea have secured a state appropria- 
tion of $35,000. 

The institution will be under the control of 
the state, and will be affiliated with the Uni- 
versity of [llinois, the trustees of which will 
have full charge.

Edmund J. James, president of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and chairman of the as- 
sociation of state university presidents, 
has been in Washington during the last few 
days in the interests of the bill. 

He called upon President Roosevelt this 
morning, and acquainted him with the 
project, and received from him considerable 
encouragement.

Bpeculators and shippers gave the hog market a 
fiying start, one of the most daring of the former 
paying the much coveted 38 for part of a load of 
prime heavy fat hoge soon after the start. Re- 
ceipts were estimated at 88.000 early, but a short- 
age of 120 cars in the arrivals forced traders to 
reduce that number to 80,000 or 81,000, and as ship- 
pers had urgent orders packers were forced to get 
in. The latter used their usual tactics of bidding 
early, but they bad no effect 
on the market. Armour led off the packers with 
purchases of 8.700, and shippers took 11,000, the 
number left unsold being estimated at 5.000 at the 
finish.

New Numbering Plan Adopted. 


The system of street numbering adopted 
was that proposed by Supt. Riley of the map 
department. A subcommittee, of which Ald. 
Lawley was chairman, reported a recom- 

„ mendatton to make — in instead of Madt- 
son e to 
enlarge the exempted business district to in- 
clude all territory between the river and 
‘Twelfth street as far west as Halsted. Supt. 
Riley r this plan as Mlogical, unsys- 

and cumbersome and succeeded in 
defeating the report. 

The ordinance as approved by the commit- 
tee provides that all present numbers in the 
district bounded by the river, the lake and 
Twelfth street shall remain unchanged. Out- 
side of this territory east and west streets 
will be numbered east and west from State

with No. 1. North and south streets wil! be 
numbered north and south from Madison 


street. 

The numbers are to run 800 to the mile in 
each direction. No. 1600 on the west side in 
east and west streets will be at Ashiand av- 
enue, this being two miles from State.

_ streets will be at North avenue, two miles 
from Madison. In this way the numbers will 
indicate the locality at a glance. The pre- 
fixes west and south are abolished.
